Police Found 
Bullets Linking 
SLA, Abduction 

BERKELEY. Calif.. July 2 
i APi.— The police found 25 
cyanide-packed bullets to Patri- 
cia Hearst's apartment a day 
after her kidnapping and thus 
determined that the Symbioaese 
Liberation Army was involved, 
the authorities said yesterday. 

Berkeley Police Capt. Thomas 
Johnson said a box containing 
the 25 bollowed-out rounds of 
.9-ammunition was found under 
a bookcase m the apartment 
Miss Hearst shared with her 
fiance, Steven Weed. It had 
apparently been dropped by a 
kidnapper. 

This discovery on FVo. 5 
linked the crime to the SLA. 
which had boasted of killing 
Oakland Schools Superintendent 
Marcus Foster with cyanide 
bullets m November. The first 
communique from the SLA 
claiming responsibility tor the 
kidnapping was received two 
days later. 

Capt. Johnson declined com- 
ment on a report in the San 
Francisco Chronicle that within 
24 hours of the kidnapping, a 
witness positively identified SLA 
leader Donald DeFreeze as one 
of those involved. 

The story said the FBI did 
not issue an all-points bulletin 
for DeFreeze's arrest for lear 
of endangering Miss Hearst's life. 
De Freeze was not mentioned by 
the FBI as a possible suspect 
until nearly two weeks after 
the kidnapping. He has since 
been slam in a police shootout.

Angela Davis Leads New Alliance on Left

BAN FRANCISCO, July 2 
fNYTi.— Her name is not in the 
news of much as it once was but 
Angela Davis has moved to the 
forefront of the latest movement 
on the political left. 

Miss Davis is the prime mover 
and co-chairman of a group that 
calls itself the National Alliance 
Against Racist and Political Re- 
pression. 

As an initial test or its 
strength, the group has schedul- 
ed a Fourth of July march on 
North Carolina to protest racist 
and political conditions in what 
she described as "the worst spot 
tn the country." 

Miss Davis. 30. who was a 
philosophy instructor at the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, lost her position when 
she admitted membership in the 
Communist party. Since 1970 she 
has been one of the most risible 
figures od the left. 

The militant black became the 
focus of international attention 
late in 1971 when she was jailed 
and charged by California with 
murder and kidnapping in an 
alleged plot to rescue the late 
George Jackson, a convict and 
author, from San Quentin prison.

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Myths of Power 


Thirty years ago, Juan Domingo Peron was 
* man of unquestioned power in Argentina. 
Ana his wife at that time. Maria Eva Duarte 
Peron — “Evlta'' — more than shared this 
power. She invested it with glamour and 
mystique. Those were facts In Argentina — 
as were the often brutal uses cf their power, 
and the beneficent ends to which it was fre- 
quently directed. When Evlta died, and 
Juan Peron fled his country. Argentina was 
left in a political and economic shambles 
lrom which it has not yet recovered. But 
during all the years of exile, the myths of 
the two Perons grew among the discontented 
of that nation— and. for the moment, at 
least, they still rule there. 

living in Spain, Juan Peron became, and 
encouraged the process, the figure about 
■which many disparate hopes clustered. 
Benito Mussolini, whom Peron openly ad- 
mired at a time when It was no longer in- 
tellectually ,or practically sensible to do so, 
was a Socialist who became the pioneer Fas- 
cist. Some Argentinians longed for the 
order, the nationalism, the preservation of 
their interests that they saw In Peron as the 
exemplar of the later Mussolini; others, the 
younger radicals, hoped to reverse the pro- 
cess and convert Peronism into social ism . So 
Juan Peron came back to the trappings of 

power and no small part of its actuality — 

bringing a mass of contradictions and a new 


wire; Marla Estela UsabelJ Peron, now 

Argentina's President. 

Peron was not able to resolve the differ- 
ences among his following, nor to bring 
genuine political stability to Argentina. The 
myth, embodied in the aging President, suf- 
ficed to hold the government more or less 
together, but it was not strong enough to 
create one that would be effective In resolv- 
ing social disputes or economic dilemmas. 
And on his death, he has left the nation, 
still acutely divided, to a successor who has 
not followed the examples of, say, Indira 
Gandhi or Gold a Melr in winning political 
authority by political activity, but who is 
essentially a memorial to Evita. 

Will the myth of Evlta, by deputy, succeed 
where the myth of Juan Peron failed? For 
a world in which political indeclslveness 
before economic uncertainties is too often 
the present rule, there can only be the hope 
that, somehow. President Isabel Peron will 
rise to her grave challenge, and bring a 
measure of solidity to the shaken institu- 
tions of Argentina’s government. But in the 
clouds of doubt that hover over Buenos Aires 
today, there is one clear lesson: that per- 
sonalities and their legends have definite 
limitations and patent dangers for the state. 
It is the institutions, the rule of law, that 
are most Important. For the life of an in- 
dividual is short, and the morals that can 
be drawn from it are often deceptive, while 
the nation long endures. 


Atlantic Challenge 


The French 10-year oil-payment deal with 
the shah of Iran for the sale of $4 billion of 
industrial equipment and technology, includ- 
ing five large nuclear power reactors, dra- 
matizes the dangers of division and rivalry 
that still threaten the Atlantic alliance de- 
spite the pious pledges of consultation, unity 
and joint action in the new Atlantic declara- 
tion signed in Brussels. 


This first success of size in the French 
effort to cope independently with the oil- 
price crisis is no more to be criticized as such 
than the American development deals with 
Saudi Arabia and Egypt that preceded it or 
the similar British, Japanese and West Ger- 
man negotiations with the Mideast oil-pro- 
ducing countries of the past six months. All, 
In fact, could serve a common Western pur- 
pose— or defeat it. The real question is 
whether there is or can be a common West- 
ern purpose at all. Or, whether, in dealing 
with the explosive energy and petro-dollar 
crisis, go-it-alone policies will be followed 
that could destroy the benefits of three 
decades of politico-economic cooperation, 
endanger the common defense structure and 
set off a worldwide depression. 


Within the framework of a common West- 
ern petro-dollar strategy, there would be 
nothing wrong with the French-Iraaian deal 
or any of the others. Every billion dollars 
the oil-producing countries pay out abroad 
to buy goods reduces by a billion dollars the 
oil-money recycling problem and the rapidly 
mounting debt owed by the oil-importing 
nations. 

Moreover, competition among Western 
businessmen for Mideast capital equipment 
orders is not in itself unhealthy. Nor is the 
French -Irani an deal, huge as it is. of a size 
that would either comer the market or 
necessarily thwart joint action on the over- 
all problem by the oil-importing countries. 
Nor does $4 billion of sales over 10 years — 
or 5400 mill ion a year— even defray a large 
part of the French oil payments deficit, 
which is estimated at S6.5 billion this year 
alone. 

The dangers nevertheless are numerous. 


One is that sta.te-to-sta.te deals of this kind 
could turn healthy International business 
competition Into abnormal national rivalry. 
Another danger is the temptation to pay 
political or other bribes to get orders. A 
third, perhaps the most serious danger, 
would be the Illusion that succor lies in 
separate deals rather than in common action 
by the Atlantic nations and Japan across 
the whole range of economic, technological 
and political problems posed by the oil price 
rise and the world's mounting energy and 
resource stringency. 

The TJB. nuclear deals with Egypt and 
Israel are worrisome despite public pledges 
to exact rigorous safeguards against diver- 
sion of plutonium to military purposes. The 
far bigger French nuclear deal with Iran 
raises the question whether vulnerable 
France was in a position to insist on such 
safeguards. If nuclear weapons now prolif- 
erate in the wake of India’s atomic explo- 
sion, all the world's other problems may soon 
seem minuscule in comparison. 

The UJ5. development deal with SaudL 
Arabia could, as Washington insists, encour- 
age the increased Saudi oil production need- 
ed to reduce world oil prices— a reduction 
the Saudis favor. But Iran 1s pressing for 
higher oil prices. Whether through the 
13-nation energy coordinating group set up 
by the main on-importing countries at the 
February Washington conference or other- 
wise, a joint strategy must be devised for 
coordinated action to contain the energy 
and petro-dollar crisis — and to bargain with 
the oil-exporting countries on price and 
assurance of supply. 

The same kind of UJS. Initiative and joint 
action with West Europe that brought forth 
the Marshall Flan is needed again, but this 
time Japan must be Included and others, 
such as West Germany, will have to share 
the burdens. Secretary of state Kissinger 
undoubtedly intends to seek a consensus on 
next steps during his projected tour of the 
main West European capitals after the Mos- 
cow s um mit. No task confronting the Atlan- 
tic nations is more urgent.

For a Total Test Ban 


For more than a decade, most efforts to 
turn nuclear arms have focused not on the 
weapons but on the missiles and the delivery 
systems that place atomic bombs on target. 
Recently, however, there has been a grow- 
ing realization that, as the nuclear era began 
with an explosion m 1945. the arms race 
cannot be halted nor can the nuclear power 
balance be stabilized without ending nuclear 
explosions. 

A comprehensive nuclear test ban. barring 
underground as well as atmospheric explo- 
sions, would discourage the spread of nuclear 
weapons to additional countries, a danger 
pointed up anew by India's recent under- 
ground bomb lest. 


The partial underground test bait being 
discussed by President Nison and Leonid 
Brezhnev in Moscow would be welcome but 
of strictly limited utility in preventing pro- 


liferation. The 200-kilaton •■threshold -1 pro- 
posed by the United States Defense Depart- 
ment would not prevent tests such as India's 
(15 Hlotons), nor would it impede the test- 
ing program projected by the Pentagon for 
Increasing the power of MIRV multiple war- 
head & 

What Is most essential now Is to move 
toward a total cessation of testing within a 
limited number of years.

Mr. Brezhnev appears ready to fix a date 
as early as 1980 for a total ban on testing. 
With the substantial congressional support 
already mobilized, President Nixon should 
join him in this commitment A quota of 
annual tests, gradually declining to aero, 
offers the best way to solve the problem and 
to head off a fresh spasm or underground 
testing that might well follow the conclu- 
sion of a threshold test -ban.

It is worth pointing rat that 
v.iicn the Japanese say they 
depend on whale meat for 10 
percent of their protein, what they 
really mean is 'nearly) 10 percent 
of their meat protein intake. If 
you consider fish and shellfish as 
well, then whale meat declines in 
importance to become only 2.1 
percent of Japan's animal protein 
intake. Finally, whale meat only 
represents 09 percent of the total 
Japanese protein intake, includ- 
ing vegetable protein. 

Undoubtedly it would cost a 
great deal to replace whale meat 
with imported meat-— but that is 
not really the point at Issue 
among many scientists and con- 
servationists at the International 
Whaling Commission meeting. 

Their point to that there is a 
deep and growing difference of 
opinion about whaling statistics, 
the fundamental basis on which 
whale populations, and. therefore 
the annual catch quotas, are 
worked out. So great is the 
criticism of this data amongst 
responsible scientists that many 
oi tt-wm believe a complete 
moratorium on whaling is essen- 
tial until some more correct 
method of counting Whales is 
found.

Judge's Decision Could Mean Liquidation 

Pennsy Ruled Out of Joint Rail System 


PHILADELPHIA, July 2 <AF>. 
—A federal judge ruled yesterday 
that the bankrupt Penn Central 
Railroad' should not join a 
proposed new federal rail system 
set up by Congress. 

The order by district court 
judge John FuUam, unless set- 
aside by the Supreme Court, 
could lead to the liquidation of 
the nation's largest railroad. 

Penn Central was expected to 
become the major part of the 
Consolidated Railway Corp. < Con- 
rail). which was created last year 
by Congress to bail out financial - 


ly troubled railroads in the North- 
east and the Northwest. 

Judge FuUam also ruled the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad, in bank- 
ruptcy procedures, should not be- 
come part of Conrail. 

In both cases, he ^aid the 
Regional Rail Reorganization Act 
of 1973 "does not provide a 
process which would be fair and 
equitable to the estate of the 
debtor.” 

Congress recognized that there 
would be loses for the rail- 
roads while Conrail is organizing, 
but it only provided $85 million 


—a sum that would coxer only 
about a third of the Penn Cen- 
tral's losses at its present rate 
of operation.

West German journalists made 
great capital out of the lively

-their Hilfcrup Hotel, after beating 
East Germany last Sunday. But 
any sensible manager knows that 
the ideal time to let his vigorous 
players off the ieaah is immediate- 
ly after such a victory. The 
significant thing is -that the fol- 
lowing' morning, the Dutch 
players trained as bard as ever. 
Without Michels, they probably 
would not begin to be a . team. The 
old tensions between the Ajax and 
Feyenoard dub players, the ten- 
sions between Johan Cruyff and 
his former Ajax colleagues (Mi- 
chels brought him to Barcelona) 
would probably have tom the 
team apart. But Michels can 
handle Cruyff, and Cruyff, as we 
S mow. is the best player not only 
in . this World - Cup, but in the 
.world. 

Joaoa Sladanha, who was once 
Zagalo’s manager at Bota- 
fogn, the" Rib dub, and was re- 
placed by him as Brazil’s team 
manager three month k before the 
UNO World- Cup, is in West Ger- 


many as a journalist-. He has ac- 
cused Zagalo of ruining Brasilian 
football, of playing too many 
training matches, of being over- 
anxious. I like and admire Sal- 
danha but Z admire Zagalo. too, 
and think the criticism quite un- 
just, though no doubt they will 
rain upon him from all over 
Brazil if the Dutch beat his team 
in Dortmund, as they should. 

Zagalo has done more than 
anyone was entitled to expect 
with the limited resources at his 
command. True, his three-man 
attack of Valdomlro. Jairzinho 
and Dirceu, which one saw last 
year in Glasgow against Scotland, 
Is modest True, the midfield, 
though Rivelino seems to be im- 
proving. is a shadow of the 1970 
one. But a defense which was 
being dismissed as inept before 
tbe World Cup began has con- 
ceded only a single goal I think 
Zagalo has done an infinitely bet- 
ter job than Vicente Feola in 1966, 
when a gerontophile selection 
policy led to two defeats at Ever- 
ton. England, and Brazil's elim- 
ination before the quarterfinals. 

Poland, being the dour Com- 
munist country that it Is. the 
dour Gorski is most unlikely to 
be pilloried, even if Poland loses 
to the West Germans. And why 
should he be? Tbe thoroughly 
reasonable attitude of the Poles 
and their press is that the team 
has done wonders to get as far 
as it has. 

As for Schoen. my sympathies 
go out to him. He got West Ger- 
many to the World Cup final of 
1966. He would have got them to 
the final of 1970, had the Italians 
not brutalized Prana Beckenbauer 
in the Mexico City semifinal. Ndw 
he is in sight of the 1974 final. 
Not a bad record for an alleged- 
ly poor manager supposedly en- 
dowed, like Zagalo, merely with 
good luck. But surely that Is the 
rarest and most precious quality 
of all.

W ASHINGTON.— Two of the 
fabled hotbeds erf radicalism 
wUi go mi the block tomorrow at 
Bruiobteby’s, clichS auctioneer to 
the filthy rich.

She was arrested five 
n_nri sp ent a year In pti so a 
for allowing a group of White 
Russians to meet in her Moscow 
home. Zn 1929 she got permis- 
sion to- leave the Soviet Union, 
and after two years’ lecturing 


in Japan, she ca rt*g .to the unit- 
ed States. 

A Preparation ■ 

Until abort; two years ago, 
WHwn Tolstoy (she was naturalis- 
ed In 3941, and dropped the title 
countess) used to give'lectures, 
but now she has arthritis and 
i ioria it rtiffifari* to walk. “The 
agony of the body is not im- 
portant,” she said. “God sends 
Us the sickness as a prepara- 
tion for death. 

“I don’t believe in everything 
the Orthodox Cbnreh says,” she 
went on. *T don’t believe in 
miracles, but I want tfae peo- 
ple to go to church. Maybe 
my father could live- without 
church and without God, but 
we weaker people need, some- 
thing to support tie.” > . ' 

Miss Tolstoy uses gestures to 
accompany her deepest thoughts 
and she bdd.a. pen horizontally 
before her. “Here is religion,” 
she said, pointing to one aid, 
then pointing to the other, 
“Here is immorality." She mov- 
ed the pen almost to Ihe' verti- 
cal. “At the present moment, 
morality is here (down) and 
sin is here (up)-. 1 

“They will say I am old- 
fashioned,” she went on, “ bet I 
am afraid for this co u n try , be- 
cause of lade of rehgkm among 
the young ones, drags, im- 
morality and the.daaznciessriess 
of youth.”
